They dare not make any laws without first 
submitting them to the approval of the native 
chiefs. <jQuse(iuentiy all the laws made are 
for the henelit of the natives. Tlie native 
chiefs are paid higli salaries by the Govern- 
ment, and when tney come to Levuku tliey 
have with them a large crowd of followers, 
all of whom are supported at the expense of 
the white inhabitants. They stare into your 
house and walk into your bedroom, and j'ou 
dare not say nay to them. One day a native 
woman was in the act of walking into my 
house, uuiiiviied. We asked her what siie 
wanted, and her only reply was to spit in 

’s lace. It is useless to appeal to tile 

police, for they are ordered to take no notice 
of us. On the other hand, if a white man in 
! any way oS’ends a native, he is brought up 
and heavily lined. Our precious Ooverii- 
ment want money, and between taxes and 
heavy lines they manage to raise enough to 
keep the chiefs in good humour. In return, 
the chiefs make them presents of lanil, wliich 
is all they care for. The nicnibers of the Go- 
vernment, when anj' goods arrive here from 
the Uolonios for them, make no scru]>le of 
using Government piropecty, such as boats or 
men, to laud them. Tlie people here have 
not sulhcieiit moral courage to resist their 
oppressions. Meanwhile, we must do, as the 
natives say to everything they are told to 
do — maliui, i.e., wait a while.”
